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to be killed each year, but during the 
period from 1870 to 1902 2,209,6a 1 skins 
were taken.* Including other kinds of 
skins, the /Alaskan fur business has 
amounted ttif over $72,000,000.

That the town has no rights in the 
strip of property on the south side of 
Roosevelt avenue, between Orange 
street and the Delaware, Lackawanna fit 
Western Railroad, and that the present 
owner has good title to the land, was 
the opinions given to the Town Council 
Monday night by Town Attorney Kocher 
in the matter of the complaint of Wil¬ 
liam Moenke, referred to the law com¬ 
mittee of the council for investigation 
and report. 

The property in question has long 
passed as a street under the name of 
East Maolis avenue, and it has been in 
public - use. 

• The so-called street ran along the rear 
line of lots fronting on Peloubet street 
only about 138 feet southerly from the 

so-called East Maolis 'avenue and some 
of the purchasers of lots on the northerly 
side of Peloubet street built their houses 
on the rear end of their lots and 
fronted them on the supposed Maolis 
avenue Mr. Moenke, a subsequent 
purchaser of one of those houses, has 
for years enjoyed free and uninterrupted 
use of the supposed street, and he made 
his purchase in the firm belief that 
Maolis avenue was a legal street. The 
connection from the gas main to his 
house was by way of that street, and 
oth^f uses of the street confirmed him 
in the belief that his house fronted on 
a public highway. Mr. Kocher told 
Monday night how East Maolis avenue 
got its shadowy existence through the 
ramification of the Watsessing Land 
Company, a corporation that in 1873 
filed an extensive map showing streets 
projected through land that the com¬ 
pany owned and through much more 
land that the company did not own. East 
Maolis avenue was one of those streets. 
The only way that the streets could get 
legal existence was by compensation to 
property owners whose lands were te> 
be taken for street purposes, but as 
that was never done, the owners of the 
land never 'lost title to their property, 
although in some instances the title was 
clouded. Such was the case with the 
property in question, and the late 
Mathias Dodd, the owner of the land, 
bargained at different times^to sell it, 
but in every instance the^sale fell 
through because lawyers questioned the 
validity of the title. Mr. Dodd finally 
disposed of the land to a party who 
settled up alt the back taxes and as¬ 
sessment*. for the town always taxed the 
land despite its so-called public use. The 
same party also filed a bill in Chancery 
to fuiet title to the land and made the 
town a party to the suit. The town 
made no response and in no way set up 
any claim, and the court decided in favor 
of the petitioner, and the town lost any 
right .of easement it had in the land. The 
party who quieted the title sold the land,

A. It is entirely proper to use a 
capital letter after a colon in the case 
mentioned. Incidentally, “we shall” and 
not "we will” should be employed. 
“Will” expresses a determination, in 
this instance, to refrain from doing 
something, willy-nilly, whereas "shall" 
would express simple futurity. A 
capital letter should not be used after 
a semi-colon, except in some special cir¬ 
cumstances,. such as at the end of a 
paragraph in a set of resolutions. The 
use of a small letter following a colon 
is proper in the body of a paragraph 
where the matter coming after the colon 
explains or repeats in another form 
Ithat has preceded it. But the use of 
the colon in this way is not as common 
as formerly, most writers preferring to 
use a semi-colon or begin a >new sen¬ 
tence instead. John Dry den* writing in 
the last half of the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury, says, regarding the ancient drama; 
"But Terence made an innovation in the 
Roman: all his plays have double
